Names of the Grand Jurymen— 


Evidence at the Coroner's 


inquest. 


The Jane term of the Mecon county 


oaact convened at 1:30 o'clock thil after- 
noon, with the court room well filled 
with citizens of tue county, who had 
assembled mainly to hear the charge of 
Judge Vail to the grand jury, whole 
dot; it ia to thoroughly investigate the 
lynching of Bush, tnd bring to justice 
the leaden of the mob. They expected 
thai special reference would be made to 
thii case. The; were not disappointed. 


Judge Vail delivered quite a lengthy 


charge to the jury. In reference to the 
lynching he had this to say: 


There is another thing I do want to my 
to yon; as yon have observed probably 
from the governor's proclamation, • de- 
liberate and cold blooded murder baa 
been committed in this county without 
justification or excuse. It wan planned 
deliberately after • prisoner, perhaps 
guilty, was in the ooEtody of the law, by 
a number of men who came like 
cowards, as such 
men alwaya are, 


and broke into the jail in the night, 
dragged out the prisoner and hung him 
upon the public street". Maoon county 
is not need to snob lawless acts, and 
neither will the people of Maoon county 
justify this kind of business, and it this 
grand jury wants to make itself ac- 
cessory to this murder, after the fact, 
then they will take no notice of it. But 
it you want to follow your oath, gentle- 
men, as this court and this oonnty ex- 
pects yon to do, yon will investigate this 
matter. There may be some who excuse 
this crime. There IB nothing excusable 
in the event. The state's attorney has 
been threatened, it he prosecutes these 
men, he will be hnng. I want to tell you, 
gentlemen, that in my opinion the state s 
attorney is not a 
coward, and 
I 
don't believe the foreman or any m«m- 
ber of this grand jury are cowards. Yon 
are not to try this ease, but you are to 
find out who did thie thing. There can 
be no question abont the murder, and 
there can be no question abont the in- 
dictment. Now, gentlemen, yon can re- 
tire and do your duty.

Coroner Bendnre this morning resumed 


the hearing of testimony on the body of 
Bosh. The session was held in the old 
office of the oironit clerk, and Btate'e 
Attorney Mills was preeent. There was 
some discussion about exaluding newspa- 
per reporters, bnt tte point was not 
pressed and they were allowed to remain. 
The following ia the anbatance of the evi- 
danee offered: 


Harry K. Midkiff, deputy sheriff, testi- 


fied in substance. He stated that at 11 
» m. Jane 2, the negro, Bush, was 
brought to the jail by 0. M. Fletcher. 
Otoarlee BnUon and several police offi- 
wi" Bnah wae put behind the bare. 
He remained there nndutorb d. He was 
identified by Barnett. The assault was 
made on the jail ai a*rat 2 o'clock Sat- 
urday morning. Jane 3. I was in the jail 
office or receiving room in company wita 
etSheriff Foster and Sheriff Woolmgton 
It Piatt county. When the mob called 
at the aide door I was giving food to the 
guards through »be wicket. The guards 
were in the corridor. There was thought 
to be no probability of mob violence. I 
alkeowith Mayor Mofflt, Marshal Ua- 
aon and Stat^Attomey Mills. Our in- 
formation WIIB that there was noorgam- 
z»ton in Mt. Zion and no trouble was 
anticipated. There was a big crowd 
about the jail during the .early part of 
tne night, people who had «»^ered in 
the street out of curiosity. At 11 o clock 
etepa were taken to defend the jail. 
When the mob appeared at the outer 
door it was 2 o'clock. They made a de- 
mand of Foster and next of.the witness 
for admission. A man called oat in an- 
swer to the inquiry, "What do you want?; 
•'I want the m»n that outraaed my wife. 
Admission was refused. Then the door 
was burst open and the <»o"«|e.m« ™ 
with revolvers and gnna in hand. Iney 
deSaided the keys of me, .nd asked, ID. 
$f I had them. I told them I did not. 


They did not threaten me. They said 
they would hang the d—d nifrger and 
someone in the crowd ordered the door 
knocked in. They crowded me and the 
other officers ontot the room. After they 
had broken in {he first iron door they 
called to me and the leaden again asked 
me for the keys. I told them'if they got 
in they would have to break in, and I 
told them the man was in my charge and 
begged them to allow the law to take ita 
course, and that it they killed him they 
would be prosecuted for murder. They 
again ordered the men to assault the 
doors. They again called for the keys. 
I told them I would never give np the 
keys, and advised them to desist; that 
they would be recognized and prosecuted. 
Mr. Britton replied that he had a family 
and that they could hang him, bat we 
intend to protest the honor of the women. 
"We will get that d—d nigger." I wae 
then let into the corridor with their per- 
mission to see that no prisoners escaped. 
When I got in they broke off the padlock 
to the cells. They run across John Oald- 
well, but someone in the crowd said, 
"don't bother John," and the next I saw 
was Bush coming down anrnranded by 
the raiders. They took him So the north- 
east comer of Wood and Water streets, 
where I afterwards aaw him hanging by 
the neck to the arm of * telephone pole. 
Britton was the man who demanded the 
keys. Be naed the sledge on the door 
and was standing on • table. Orly four 
or five went np stairs, Rolls Dill went 
with those who went np stairs, bat I did 
not see him do anything. I recognized 
Thomas Atterberry in the crowd, bnt did 
not ie» him do any violence. 


At the suggestion of Juryman Lseeh, 
State's Attorney Hills was called on to ex- 
amine the witnesses. Samuel M. Holmes, 
sworn, who resides in Decatnr, was 
dspnty sheriff. I was in the corridor of 
the jail. I went there at 7:30 by order of 
Sheriff Midkiff, as a guard, in company 
with F. L. Taylor, Alex MoOorray. James 
MoKinley. Frank Herbert, John Perl, C. 
N. Twadell; 1 was there at the time of 
the assault; I could see no one until the 
outer door wae broken in. 
I recognized 


Cuss. Britton; he was the first man np 
the steps, and was accompanied by four 
or five others. When they broke through 
the door Midkiff oiled me to the wicket 
and said they would get in m spite of us; 
he said get the keys from Johnny Perl; 
then I told him I tsd the keys in my 
pocket and I told Harry I would not 
give them up; I took them and buried 
them in a coal bucket fall of ashen; they 
did not get the keys; did not and could 
not identify anyone except Britton in the 


C. N. Twaddell: sworn, I was at the 


jail in the corridor as a guard, at the re- 
quest of Mr. Midkiff, from 8 o'clock until 
3 o'clock in the morning. I could recog- 
nize Mr. Britton, who demanded the 
keys. When the doors wen broken in, 
Britten gave orders to Atterbnry that 
but four or five should come in. 
I rec- 


ognized Bntton and Dill in the crowd. 
These four or five proceeded to break sev- 
eral looks. When they got np on the 
second tier, Britton said "bold on.this man 
ie to go in after the nigger." I followed 
the crowd and witnessed the hanging. A 
man climbed the pole and threw the 
rope over the wire. The rope broke and 
the negro fell. I was standing at the 
Brunswick Hotel and I think Britton 
was the man who tried to compel the ne- 
gro to stand ap when they placed th« 
neeru up on top of the hack. I think I 
conld recognize all five of the men who 
went into the jail. I did not recognize 
tb» driver of the hack. 
F. N.Taylrr sworn: I wasm the cor- 


ridor of the jail; conld see the parties 
working on the door; I recognized Brit- 
ton, who did more directing than partici- 
pating in the work. Tom Atterberry 
wae with Britton; we refused them the 
keys, and they then ordered the work of 
tearing the doora down to proceed. Brit- 
ton, I think, did some work on the door. 
When the doors were open Britton said 
he did not want the crowd in the jml and 
ordered Atterberry to keep the crowd 
back. They did so and only four or five 
proceeded to go after the negro. There 
was no attempt at disguise. I saw them 
take the negro out; am not positive who 
had h 'Id of the negro. I heard Bush 
eayhBWBB innocent as he left the jail; 
conld not distinguish any who actually 
did the banging. The driver of the hack 
refused to drive offi and one of the crowd 
climbed np and drove the hack to the 
corner. I heard Britton say "this is the 
mac to go after the nig(ter.r I didn't 
know the man pointed out by Bnttoc on 
account of the crowd, bnt he was a tall, 
slender young man.

Governor. He arrived at 5 o'olock this 
afternoon, accompanied by W. W. Mason, 
City Marshal of Decatnr, and W. H.

Mr. Mills related the 


circumstances in detail, and assured him 
jhat he proposed to prosecute the cases 
with the ntrnoet vigor. At the conclu- 
sion of the conference Gov. Altgeld pre- 
pared the foregoing proclamation. 


State's Attorney Mills returned to Pe- 


catar to-night. He said before hie de- 
parture: "The Grand Jury meets Monday 
and beyond doubt the leaders of the mob 
will be indicted. So for as I am. concern- 
ed I shall use all the resources at my 
command to secure their conviction. 
'Do yon anticipate as much trouble in 


getting evidence ae they have ia Arkan- 
sas and elsewhere in the Booth?" 


"No, I think there will be plenty of 


evidence. I judge that about a dozen 
persons are implicated as the actual per- 
petrators of the crime. They intimidated 
end overpowered the officers, tore down 
the jail doors, took oat the prisoner and 
hanged him.

UIHICTEBa ON IBB IOTOHINO. 


Sunday evening, at the First Congre- 


gational Church, Rev. W. C. Miller, the

NOTE8. 


The first news of the proclamation is- 


ened by Governor Ahgeld reached Mt. 
Zion Sunday afternoon at about 3 o'clock. 
A Ueoatnr paper was brought over from 
Long Greek township by a clergyman, 
and it was read through to the end by 
th? crowd. The governor's action was 
made the sabjact ot pointed comments. 


Quite a number of people visited the 


county jail on Sunday to see what dam- 
age the lynohers had done. Sheriff Perl 
was in charge ae tbe host and everybody 
who came was admitted. The eheriff 
said that probably 8100 would cover the 
damage. The first newa the sheriff had 
of the threatened mob violence was a 
telegram from Decatnr he read on the 
first page of the Chicago Tribune Satur-' 
day morning. He started at once tor 
the first train and reached Decatnr at 3 
o'clock in the afternoon. At Forrest he 
got a Decatnr paper which gave the par- 
ticulars ot the lynching. He said he 
was glad that nobody had been killed. 
On the point 
of 
providing better 


protection for the negro he said he could 
not say what he would have done 
had he been here. He would have been 
influenced by the state of things, what- 
ever they were. The sheriff added that 
it seemed to be bis luck to miss all of the 
big things that happened. Ha was tbe 
principal figure in the judicial hanging ot 
Crawford, but everything else he has 
miesed by the chance of absence. 


A number of colored men called npon 


the sheriff Sunday afternoon and had an 
interview with him in tbe corridor of the 
jail. The spokesman of the party wanted 
to know if any warrants had been issued 
for tbe alleged leaders of the mob. The 
sheriff said no. Then the gentlemen 
asked if the sheriff had power to depu- 
tize anybody to aEsist in the arrest. An 
affirmative answer WBB given. Then the 
oalored man asked that be and one or 
two other negroes be named to go out to 
Mt. Zion with the sheriff or his deputy to 
assist in the arrest. It WBB suggested 
that that might be a dangerous or fool- 
hardy move. "I'm not afraid," said one; 
"I'll go," and he eaid jt with a great deal 
ot feeling. He said he did not approve 
in any sense of what Bush had done, but 
he said the man ought to have had a trial 
under the laws of the etate. The com- 
mittee was referred to tbe state's attorney.

which will convene for business this 
afternoon.

The oanss for this action lies in the fact 
that the excitement incident to those 
terrible days when men were ready 
to 
violate 
tbe 
law and 
to kill 


without mercy or consideration have 
passed and men have been brought to the 
point where they can think calmly, con- 
siderately, and withont the interference 
ot passion. As a result they now realize 
the grave mistakes that were made, a 
condition that all men who, nnder the 
excitement of passion, permit themselves 
to be led into indefensible acts ot vio- 
lence must meet. 


We call attention to this sequel to the 


Homestead troubles because the REPUB- 
LICAN, when men were enacting them, 
stated very often that there would come 
a time when tbe actors would regret what 
they were then doing, and tbat they were 
induced to violate law by designing 
demagogues who had no interest in their 
welfare; and that as soon as the dema- 
gogue had accomplished his purpose he 
wonld desert them and leave them to re- 
pent and right the wrongs at leisure. It 
has always been so throughout tbe history 
of the world that the worst enemies man- 
kind has are the demagogues who under 
the guise of friendship for their welfare 
incite them to unlawful aots which must 
be atoned for, eithe; at the law or by the 
loss of peace of mind or pecuniary lose 
to themselves and friends.

of the state of Illinois and in the inter- 
est of causing respect for the laws ot the 
state.

Eulalia passed Sunday entirely in ac- 
cordance with her own desires, inde- 
pendent of any official engagement. 
She entered her carriage at 11 o'clock 
and, accompanied by the prince and 
marchioness, the 
duke of Tamama, 


Commander Davis and Mr. and Mrs. 
J, J. O'Donough, drove to St. Francis 
Xavier church, where a private low 
mass was said. 


After returning to the Hotel Savoy 


the princess breakfasted, and then at 
her request about twenty children, 
whom she had noticed about the halls 
of the hotel, were presented to her. 


The princess received a committee 


from the Curcuolo Colon Cervantes. 
Dr. Juan Navarre, the president of the 
society, presented her with a memorial 
of the ball in the shape of an album 
bound with white kid and lined with 
white moire silk. Within were jeight 
pages of velum, on the first of which 
were the coat of arms of the infanta. 
The princess received it in person. She 
expressed her pleasure in. accepting 
such a pretty memento. 


The delightful air outside tempted 


the princess out of doors for a last look 
at New York before her departure for 
Chicago, She chose an outing on the 
water, of which she is most fond, and, 
at 2:.">0 p. m., started for her carriage 
on the arm of Commander Davis, who 
was in full uniform. She was followed 
by the prince, the 
duke and the 


marchioness. 


At the foot of the staircase in the 


Savoy the, princess made one of her de- 
lightful breaks in the ceremonies of 
the occasion. She saw a bright-eyed 
little boy of about 4 years old in the 
lobby of the hotel, and dropping the 
arm of Commander Davis, rushed over 
to the child, clasped it in her arms and 
kissed it, saying as she did so: "Oh, 
my beautiful child.

SCARCELY A SUCCESS 


The Second Open Sunday at the 


World's Fair 


FAILED TO ATTRACT THE POPULACE, 


While the Large Number of Closed ! 


bibits Made the Show a Disap- 


pointment to Those Who 


Did Attend—A. Panic. 


WORLD*! FAIR GBOUNDS. CHICAGO, 


June 5.—There was no great outpour- 
ing of the wageworking class or any 
other class at the exposition yesterday. 
The oppressive heat and a heavy storm, 
of lightning, thunder and rain, which, 
came in the middle of the afternoon, 
was the cause of the decreased attend- 
ance. But, compared with the mighty 
multitude of visitors last Sunday, the 
second open Sunday at the World's 
fair could hardly be called a success, 
judged by the standard of popular ap- 
proval and the presence of men who 
hammer, saw, dig and forge the other 
BIX days of the week, and for whose 
benefit and edification in particular 
the gates of the fair were opened. 


The New England state buildings, 


which were closed to the public last 
Sunday, had been locked yesterday, 
cards on the doors announcing the fact, 
much to the disappointment oJ visitors. 
Pennsylvania, New York, 
Missouri, 


North Dakota, Utah, Delaware, Mary- 
land and Virginia Joined in the Sun- 
day-closing movement, and it is now to> 
be a permanet matter with them if the 
gates of the fair remain open the next 
five months. There is another feature 
of this Sunday fair which calls forth 
complainings from the visitors. Many 
of the finest exhibits in Manufactures 
and other departmental 
buildings 


were hidden from the view of visitors 
because the exhibitors or their agents 
who are in charge 
did not 
pro- 


pose 
to

week. 
The 
coverings which,' 


protect the exhibits at night were not 
removed, and all the visitors could see 
were big ornamental booths and show 
cases, disfignred with canvas, wood or 
iron sheeting. 
The exposition author- 


ities have no right to remove the cov- 
ering without the permission of the 
exhibitors, and no arrangement has 
yet been made for unvailiag on Sun- 
day. 
Not even a flag was to be seen on 


the buildings of Great Britain, Canada, 
New South Wales and India, and the 
doors were locked. 
Visitors were de- 


nied access to the great display of the 
United States government in the big- 
domed building, and the small adjunct 
in Machinery hall was as silent as it 
was last Sunday. 


It was a dull day for the guide 


and catalogue sellers. Nearly all the 
visitors were Chicago people and did 
not have much use for printed matter 
to enlighten their minds as to the ex- 
position, because they knew where to 
go and what to see. 


Music appropriate to Sunday was 


provided in the early part of the day 
by the Chicago baud, stationed in the 
pavilion of Machinery hall and Admin- 
istration building. The Sousa band 
played afterwards in the flame part of 
the ground, but the audiences were not 
large at any time on account of scarcity 
of seats and the muddy ground. 


One of the special attractions was to 


be seen in Krupp's big pavilion, which 
will be formally opened to-day. Many 
people saw the handling and move- 
ment of the big guns just as in active 
service except that there was no firing. 
The exhibition lasted half an hour each 
in the morning and afternoon. The 
great gun is only mounted for theprov- 
ing ground, but the smaller pieces on 
each side are mounted in coast-defense 
turrets exactly as they would be for 
eervice. The services only of two men 
were needed to do the work. 


Everybody who passed through the 


plaisance stopped to strain their eyes 
heavenward to see the intrepid work- 
men running the scaffold from the high 
Ferris wheel and tightening the spokes 
preparatory to putting in the six great 
cars which will go round with the 
wheel on June 15 for the first time. 


The official report of the department 


of admissions showed that US,000 tick- 
ets had been sold at 3 o'clock, 3,000 
being children at half price. After 
that hour the gate-keepers and ticket- 
sellers had an easy time, as no more 
than 13,000 people passed the turn- 
stiles toTsee the electric illuminations 
in the evening. Several thousand peo- 
ple came in on the elevated trains just 
when the storm was breaking, and the 
first clap of thunder frightened them 
into turning back without getting in 
to see the fair 


There was a narrow escape from a 


frightful disaster on the lake yester- 
day afternoon.

The Music, a small 


double-decked propeller in the service 
of the World's Fair Steamship Co., leffc 
the Van ISuren-street pier, down town, 
for the White City with over SOO pas- 
sengers, nearly its fully capacity, on 
board.

Btorm broke upon the small steamer. 
The wind blew sharply off shore car- 
rying the rain among the passenger! 
•who were not protected by any awn- 
ings. To escape from the rain the 
passengers on the port side rushed pell- 
mell in a mass to the starboard side. 
Immediately the vessel lurched and 
there was a brief panic. Women and 
children screamed, fearing the boat 
would capsize. A few cool-headed men, 
aided by the captain and crew, shouted 
to the frightened passengers to go back 
and get drenched with rain rather than 
get drowned in the lake. There was a 
freneral response which averted 
the 


disaster. The boat righted itself, the 
captain gave the command to turn stern 
to the shore, and the Music, with it* 
vet passengers, stood out in the lakt- 
until the storm blew- over. Then it 
made for tli« Casino uier in safety.

ston An Known to Belvoeef 


It U a thing worthy of some notice 


that there is hardly any collection of 
folk lore that does not contain come 
reference to human beings of a size far 
above that of the ordinary man. These 
giants were only great in stature, their 
intellectual characteristics being even 
below those of the ordinary man who 
lived in the dim fable land of prehis- 
toric times. In the world's nursery 
tales the giant often figures together 
with fairies and elfin sprites, and 
when those tales are outgrown there is 
a general disposition to class the giant 
with other denizens of fairyland as a 
mere myth of the imagination, a com- 
panion of hobgoblins and talking cats. 
The ogre vanishes with PUBS in Boots 
or Jack and the Bean Stock as a sci- 
entific impossibility. 


Of a truth science has not as yet given 


assent to any theory that there once 
existed a race of giants on this earth. 
Even the once despised dragon and the 
scorned sea serpent have found a 
warmer niche in the scientific heart 
than Gog and Magog. Scientific ag- 
nosticism has no credence for the stir- 
ring stories o{ giants, like those of 
Gaelic and Teutonic folk lore. Yet it is 
quite possible that science is wrong 
and that tradition is right It can be 
taken as a fact that tradition often is 
accepted as right when new discoveries 
bring to light the long-hidden relics of 
an obscure past Priam, Agamemnon 
and other figures of tradition have been 
accepted 
as realities by modern his- 


tory as the result of discoveries of this 
century. ID the main tradition is 
proving to be mnch more reliable 
than it once seemed. Even on the giant 
question some modern scientists may 
be said to be "on the fence," as a conse- 
quence of the discoveries of late years. 
To the unscientific, however, there ap- 
pears to be good reason for believing in 
a race of giants as a matter of common 
sense. 


When the world was first covered 


with animals these creatures were of 
great size. It is generally believed that 
the early man was much longer-lived 
than his descendants, and in. the steady 
progress of growth it seems strange in- 
deed if'he did not attain greater size in 
his many years. More than this, bow- 
ever, the prehistoric creatures are 
known to have been of wondrous' pro- 
portiona The hypsiprimnus was SOUK* 
thirty feet long, and the modern ka.n- 
iraroo would seem a dwarf beside him. 
The mosasaurns was eighty feet long, 
while his modern descendants vary in 
size from the alligator to the crocodile, 
rarely, if ever, twenty feet long. The 
larlaps, a jumping lizard, stood twenty- 
five feet high, dwarfing the lizards of 
the present day to insignificance. In 
view of these facts is it unreasonable to 
conjecture that amid that world of 
monster creatures monster men also 
stalked? Science, because it has not as 
yet found as many skeletons of giant 
men as of giant fizards, gives no sup- 
port to the traditions which uphold the 
existence of such a race of human be- 
ings; but as from time immemorial 
mankind has kept its dead in inaccessi- 
ble places, the failure as yet to discover 
mammoth men, in view also of the fact 
that wild animals were far more plenti- 
ful than prehistoric men, and that even 
of the primeval animals but few re- 
mains have been discovered, it is more 
than unwise to conclude that in this 
matter tradition is wholly at fault — 
Boston Advertiser.

The greatest globe of glass ever made 


was that erected in the grand machin- 
ery palace at the Paris exhibition in 
1889, which, at a height of forty feet, 
contained -20,000 incandescent lights. 
The machinery palace or hall was 1,890 
feet in length, 150 feet high, covered an 
area of $0,000 square yards and its root 
had 4 span of 370 feet clear. Another 
large globe is the electric moon at Dick 
observatory on the top of Mount Ham- 
ilton twelve miles from San Jose, the 
original capital of California. The elec- 
tric light which it contains is of 24,000 
candle power. Glass can now be man- 
ufactured in pieces of a very large size: 
The Kokomo glass works, Indiana, re- 
cently turned out a monster sheet ol 
perfectlv transparent window glass, be- 
lieved to bf the largest ever manufact- 
ured. 
It measured 145 feet by 195 


inches, and weighed 2,000 pounds. Ifthis 
were flint or crown glass, the globe into 
which the glass was first blown would 
have a diameter of fifty or seventeen, 
yards. But sheet glass is blown into a 
cylindrical form, and then slit longi- 
tudinally, and plat© glass is poured out 
In a melted state on a table.'—Young

it was long ago demonstrated that 


the earth is a great majrnet That the 
sun is also a magnet is a conclusion in- 
dicated by many facts accumulated by 
modern science. But if the sun is a 
magnet, why are not the stars also 
magnets, although some of them may 
surpass the sun in magnitude almost a& 
much as the sun surpasses the earth? 
So we find that there is almost no limit 
to the enormous size that a magnet may 
possess. But lately the question has 
been raised whether the same truth 
lines not extend in the opposite direu- 
tion. 
We certainly cannot divide 


magnet into pieces so small that any 
one of them will cease to be a majrnet. 
and it is suggested that this division 
might go on down to the original atoms 
of which matter is composed without 
loss of the magnetic property. Indeed, 
there are facts which seem to show that 
all atoms may be mag-nets, and that 
their magnetic relations to one another 
may account for certain chemical ef- 
fects. So the infinitely great and the 
infinitely little lead to similar conclu- 
sions. —Youth's Companion.
